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Nixon Told To Surrender Tapes 


FBI Has 'Free Hand'... 
Hearst, Kelley 
Criticize Saxbe 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Randolph A. Hearst said 
Thursday he was thankful the 
fate of his kidnaped daughter 
was in the hands of police and 
the FBI and called the U.S. at- 
torney general "irresponsible" 
for branding her a common 
criminal. 


Hearst, editor and president of 


the San Francisco Examiner, 
said as far as he is concerned, 
the FBI has "a free hand to do 
whatever they want" in their 
search for Patricia, 20. and the 
Symbionese Liberation Army, 
which claims to have kidnaped 
her 2^2 months ago. 


Hearst made his comments as 


FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley 
also took exception to a state- 
ment by U.S. Atty. Gen. William 
B. Saxbe that Miss Hearst 
appeared to be a willing partici- 
pant in a violent bank robbery 
Monday by members of the SLA. 


Asked about Saxbe's state- 


ment, Kelley told a meeting of 
newspaper editors 


"We will be guided by the 


facts and not by any opinion." 
He said the FBI and the U.S. at- 
torney's office in San Francisco 
were pursuing the case on the 
assumption that Patricia "is the 
victim of pressure or coercion." 


Hearst, who along with his • 


wife spoke with reporters out- 
side their Hillsborough home, 
said he believes Patricia has 
been brainwashed by the SLA 
and may have "had her mind 
bent by coercion." 


"She has obviously been held 


by a terrorist group or a bunch of 
paranoids for 60 days," Hearst 
said. "If you're with somebody 
for 60 days and they bend your 
mind, it's conceivable that you 
might involve yourself in 
something like this." 


Disagreeing with Saxbe for the 


second time in the 10 weeks 
since his daughter was dragged 
from her apartment, 
Hearst 


said. 
"As I understand it, the U. S. 


attorney general out here and 
the FBI are handling the case. I 
think what he (Saxbe) said to call 
her a common criminal is 
irresponsible. And it's just for- 
tunate that the police and the 
FBI and the people out here who 
are handling the case probably 
won't pay too much attention to 
it." 


In Washington, American Bar 


Association President Chester- 
field Smith said it was unethical 
for Saxbe to presume anybody's 
guilt or innocence. 


In an interview later 


Thursday, the ABA chief said it 


is possible that Saxbe's remarks 
could block any prosecution of 
Miss Hearst if it turns out that 
criminal charges are filed 
against her. 


Smith said Saxbe's comments 


might also prevent the prosecu- 
tion of SLA members already 
charged with the bank robbery. 


Saxbe said on Wednesday that 


members of the SLA were "com-, 
mon criminals" and that "Miss 
Hearst is part of it." The Justice 
Department said Thursday that 
Saxbe stood by his statements 
and would have nothing further 
to say. 


Hearst said Saxbe's comments 


"confirmed my original view 
that the man makes irresponsi- 
ble statements and obviously 
talks off the top of his head when 
he should be listening." 


The newspaper executive was 


sharply critical of Saxbe two 
months ago when the attorney 
general said FBI agents had 
identified suspects in the case. 
Saxbe later amended his state- 
ment. 


Mrs. Hearst said. "I'm 


terribly surprised and saddened 
that the attorney general of the 
United States would characterize 
Patty as a common criminal 
when she's never been convicted 
of a crime." 


She said a person is presumed 


innocent until proven guilty and 
said she hopes Saxbe won't make 
"any 
more 
prejudicial 


statements.'' 


Speaking to the American 


Society of Newspaper Editors, 
FBI chief Kelley said the FBI 
had drawn a blank on locating 
the SLA. 


"We've just about turned that 


area upside down," he said. 
"I'm going to make an admis- 
sion — we don't know where she 
is." 


Charles/Bates, FBI agent in 


charge of the case, said 
Thursday an all points bulletin 
has been issued for two rented 
cars believed to have been used 
by the bank robbers in their 
getaway. Two other rented cars 
were found abandoned about a 
mile from the bank. 


U.S. Attorney James L. Brow- 


ning Jr. said he believes the 
bank robbers are hiding in San 
Francisco, but conceded that 
with more than S10.000 loot 
"they could possibly be in 
Mexico, the Caribbean or 
anywhere." 


Hearst said he doubts his 


daughter will meet with her 
family because of the arrest 
warrant.

Judge Sirica 
Gives Order 


. . . Deadline May 2 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A federal judge ordered 


President Nixon on Thursday to surrender tape-, 
and documents of 64 conversations to be u.sed in 
the Watergate cover-up trial involving men \sh<> 
were once his top lieutenants. 


The subpoena was served on the White House a 


few hours after it was ordered by U S Dbtrut 
Judge John J Sirica The President has until May 2 
to comply 


There was no immediate word whether the 


White House will comply with the latest legal ettort 
to wrest Watergate information from the Presi- 
dent Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L Warren 
said "the matter will be considered by the .-.pecia! 
counsel " 


Sirica acted on a request by special Watergate 


prosecutor Leon Jaworski who said he needed the 
material for the conspiracy trial involving John N 
Mitchell. H. R. Haldeman, John D. Ehrhchman. 
Charles W. Colson and three others. The trial is 
scheduled before Sirica on Sept. 9. 


The subpoena was the third issued at the reque.st 


of the special prosecutor's office The White HOUM? 
fought the first, last summer, until it lost before the 
U S. Court of Appeals. It complied with a second 
last month without a fight. 


The 64 conversations span nearly a year's time — 


beginning with a meeting Nixon had with special 
counsel Colson on June 20. 1972. and ending with 
telephone conversations the President had with 
Haldeman on June 4. 1973 


Twenty-four of the conversations sought are in- 


cluded in a subpoena issued by the House Judiciary 
Committee for its impeachment inquiry That sub- 
poena requires compliance by next Thursday 


The committee's chairman. Peter W Rodino Jr 


D-N J , said in a television interview Thursday that 
any White House editing of the 42 conversations his 
committee subpoenaed "could be considered a 
possible ground of impeachment." 


Rodino said he will not be satisfied with excised 


\ersions and that it is necessary that Nixon comply 
fully with the subpoena. 


"Unless this is done," he said, "this is going to 


be considered by the committee as a refusal on the 
oart of the White House to comply " 


In related developments. 
— Senate Republican Leader Hugh Scott said 


President Nixon's refusal W cooperate with the 
House committee would put his administration in 
grave danger, "possibly leading to impeachment ' 
But he said he is encouraged by signs that White 
House lawyers are moving to cooperate 


— The New York City Bar Association indicated 


it is investigating allegations of professional mis- 
conduct against President Nixon and former Atty 
Gen. John. N Mitchell 


— Informed sources said the special Watergate 


prosecutor's office has taken over the Internal 
Revenue Service investigation of President Nixon's 
controversial gift of pre-presidential papers A con- 
gressional committee had conducted a previous in- 
quiry. 


— Vice President Gerald R. Ford said Thursday 


that he believes the White House should turn over 
"relevant portions" of the tapes subpoenaed by the 
House Judiciary Committee But he added at a 
Monterey. Calif. news conference that he thought 
the committee was "nitpicking" in insisting on 
having all the tape-recorded material Much of it 
has nothing to do with the Watergate investigation 
and "in those areas, I don't think the committee 
ought to have the tapes as a whole." he said 


Democrats, Republicans 
Down; Independents Up

The latest figures from the secretary of 


state show that numbers of registered 
Republicans and Democrats have 
declined almost equally since November. 
1972. while only independents have in- 
creased. 


State election officials are not at- 


tributing die downturn in party affiliation 
to any rejection of part} politics as a 
result of the Watergate scandal 


The figures, released Thursday by 


Secretary of State Allen J. Beennann. 
show a general drop in the levels of voter 
registration from 807,267 in 1972 to 794,- 
212. 


Registered Republicans have 


decreased by 7,200 (from 401,409 in 1972 
to 391213). and Democrats are fewer by 
7,800 {from 370,993 to 368,160). It should 
be noted that registration figures for both 
parties, however, are above the totals 
from the May 1972 primary election. 


Independents, on tbe other hand, have 


jumped from 34.865 to 36,839. 


A»d if tbe May lira registration fignres 


are «ed, tbe mmber ef ^dependents tots 
increased by one-third. 


Beennann said although independents 


are more numerous tbe increase has been 
"insignificant" 


Much of tbe drop in registration totals 


Beermann attributed to tbe recent voter 
"purge" law, which is intended to rid die 
voter roas of people who have moved or 
are deceased. 


In Douglas and Lancaster Counties, be 


said tbe porfe piuceduie (which involves 
sending postcards for verification of 


rolls of "thousands" of names. 


In talking to county clerks and election 


commissioners, Beermann said no signifi- 
cant trends are emerging. There has been 
little change-over between the parties for 
Watergate-related or any other reasons, 
he said. 


The date also indicates Democrats in 


Nebraska have not lessened the 
Republicans' numerical superiority since 
1972, as some political observers nave 
speculated they might. In fact, 
Repnbficans increased tbeir edge slightly 
from 30,3M to 31.1W. 


However, in Lancaster County there 


are only 1.059 more registered 
Republicans than Democrats, whereas in 
November 1972 there were 1,981 more 
Republicans than Democrats. 


Beennann ~s figures snow there are now 


40,754 Republicans, 39,€75 Democrats 
and 4,983 independents in Lancaster 
County. 


He said be hopes tbe May 14 primary 


election has a tamout of 800,000 voters; a 
normal turnout for a primary election is 
500,000. Issues such as fluoridation and 
general obligation bonds and campaigns 
for the Third District Republican 
nomination for Congress and the 
Democratic lieutenant governor race are 
expected to bring people to the poOs.

Subpoena Demands 64 Tapes 


Washington — A subpoena commanding President Nixon to 


give the Watergate prosecutor 64 White House tapes and related 
documents was served on the White House shortly after it had 
been approved by Federal Judge John J. Sirica at the request of 
Leon Jaworski, the special prosecutor. The White House would 
say only that "counsel is considering" the subpoena, which was 
accepted for the President by his lawyer, James D. St. Clair, and 
is returnable May 2. (More 01 Page 1.) 


Committee Rules Out Compromise 


Washington — The chairman of the House Judiciary Com- 


mittee ruled out any compromise with the White House over the 
committee's subpoena of some 42 White House tapes. Rep. 
Peter W. Rodino Jr. said it would be unacceptable for President 
Nixon's lawyers to decide unilaterally which portions of the 
material were relevant to the committee's impeachment in- 
quiry.

Poll Asked On Cuba Invitation 


Washington — Four Latin-American countries proposed 


that Cuba be invited to a hemisphere foreign ministers' meeting 
next M*ch. The United States offered no objection, but asked 
for a poll of other participating countries before a decision is 
made.

Blacks Questioned In Killer Search 


San Franctoo — Hundreds of black men were stopped, 


searched and quotioned on the streets of San Francisco as the 
police stepped up tbe search for one or more black men who 
have killed 12 white persons in a series of random, unprovoked 
attacks over the last five months. The police action, begun after 
the latest killing on Wednesday, drew immediate protests from 
civil rights and civil liberties groups. (More on Page 2.) 


Syria Uses Jets On Israeli Positions

Syrian jet fighers bombed and 


strafed IscaeK positions on and 
near Mt. Hermon on Thursday in 
a new escalation of fighting on 
the Golan Heights front. 


It was Syria's first use of air- 


craft in combat since the Middle 
East war last October. 


The Syrian command said its 


planes caused "heavy material 
damage and losses in enemy 
lives," then returned safely to 
base. The Israeli military com- 
mand said the attacks resulted in 
the wounding of one Israeli 
soldier. It made no mention of 
deaths or material damage. 


The Syrian attacks coincided 


with other important Middle 
East developments. 


— President Nixon and 


Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger held a surprise 
meeting in Washington with 
Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmy. U S officials said 
the session was to inform Egypt 
of continuing U.S. efforts to seek 
a disengagement of Syrian and 
Israeli forces. The Egyptians had 
threatened to join Syria in the 
Golan Heights fighting if it got 
any worse, but American 
sources said this was not the pur- 
pose of the meeting 


—In Cairo, President Anwar 


Sadat of Egypt accused the 
Soviet Union of going back on 
promises of military aid and said 
his government was seeking 
weapons elsewhere. 
Sadat, 


however, called in a speech for a 
meeting soon with Kremlin 
leaders. 


—A terrorist bomb went off in 


an Israeli town, wounding 12 
Arabs and one Jew.

Total Output Dips At 5.8% Rate 


Washington — The nation's total output of 


goods and services dropped in the first quarter of 
this year by the largest amount since the recession 
of 1958, the Commerce Department reported 
Thursday. The decline was at an annual rate of 
5.8%. 


Figures on the gross national product (GNP) 


also confirmed earlier evidence that the rate of in- 
flation worsened in the first quarter, despite the 
drop in output. The price index rose at a rate of 
10.8% in the first three months, the steepest infla- 
tion since 1951 during the Korean War. 


Both private and government economists 


generally forecast that total production will level 
off — meaning little or no further decline — in the 
current second quarter and will be rising with un- 
certain vigor in the second half of the year. 


The oil shortage was a major factor in the first 


quarter decline, particularly its impact on sales and 
production of automobiles. Another important ele- 
ment was a drop in housing construction, reflecting 
the steep decline in new housing starts that began 
in mid-1973 but has since leveled off. 


The dollar figure for the GNP in the first 


quarter was an annual rate of $1,344 billion, up 
$14.3 billion from the fourth quarter. But after 
adjusting for higher prices, the GNP declined by 
$12.6 billion.

turning-inward and renew its 
sense of mission, patriotism and 
destiny.

as he struck a patriotic theme in 
addressing the annual congress 
of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution in 
Constitution Hall.

Stems Says He Did Nothing To Aid Vesco 


NEW YORK (AP) - Former 


Commerce Secretary Maurice H. 
Stans told a federal court jury 
Thursday -that "on my oath, I 
never did anything to help 
Robert Vesco, and I never asked 
anyone to do anything." 


"Did you ever toy to fix a case 


against Robert Vesco because of 
his contribution of $200,000?" 
Stans was asked at his trial with 
onetime Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell on criminal conspiracy 
charges. ' 


"I certainly did not," he 


replied. "I never had such a 
thought." 


"Have you yesterday and 


today testified to the very best of 
your recollection?" 


"That was my intention and I 


have done so," responded the 
graying, 6&-year-old chief of fund 
raising for President Nixon's 
1972 re-election campaign. 


There were two defense mis- 


trial motions during the day over 
what were interpreted as vague 
links to individuals who have 
figured in the Watergate in- 
vestigation in Washington. Both 
were denied by federal Judge 
Lee P. Gaguardi. 


Stans and Mitchell, 60, are ac- 


cused of conspiring to obstruct a 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission fraud investigation of 
Vesco, an international finan- 
cier, in exchange for the $200,000 
cash contribution to the Nixon 
campaign, then lying to a grand 


jury in an effort to conceal the 
deal. 


"Did you wilfully and 


knowungly give false informa- 
tion to that grand jury?" Stans 
was asked by his defense lawyer, 
Walter Bonner. 


"I certainly did not," Stans 


said. 


"Are you guilty or not guilty?" 


was Bonner's final question to 
the witness. 


"I am not guilty of these 


charges, believe me," Stans 
replied, in an answer similar to 
Mitchell's. 


Stans had broken down and 


wept in the absence of the jury 
late in his first day of testimony 
Wednesday, when his lawyers 
were discussing with Gagliardi 


the details of a near-fatal illness 
suffered by his wife, Kathleen. 


He was in full control of 


himself, however, when this 
testimony was admitted in the 
presence of the jury as the day 
began. The purpose was to show 
Stans' disturbed state of mind 
during the course of the Vesco 
matter and subsequently when 
the grand jury interrogation was 
under way. 


Mitchell's lawyer, Peter 


Fleming Jr., questioned Stans 
only briefly, asking him. 


Q. Mr. Stans, am I correct that 


in October 1972, you refused a 
single contribution of $1 million. 


A. I refused a contribution of 
|1 million. 


Q. Was that prior to the elec- 


tion of 1972? 


A.* Yes it was. I refused it 


because the contributor wanted 
assurance he would have 
anonymity, that there would be 
no publicity about it. 


Q. That was after April 7? 
A. Oh, yes. 


Stans later identified the man 


who offered the $1 million as 
Michele Sidona, whom he 
described only as an Italian 
national

OAKLAND,, Calif. — Jimmy Doolittle is clucking like 


an old hen this weekend. He is summoning back to the roost 
the remainder of the 79 others who departed nearby 
Alameda just 32 years ago with their 16 Army Air Force B- 
25's lashed to the flight deck of the U.S.S. Hornet. Their mis- 
sion, the top secret of its time, was to throw the first 
counter-punch at Japan after Pearl Harbor. 


That mission, still breathtaking after three decades and 


two additional U.S. wars, dropped only a microscopic ton- 
nage of bombs on scattered Japanese military targets, most- 
ly in Tokyo, compared to the massive indiscriminate raids 
later in World War n and in Vietnam. Fifteen of the 16 light 
bombers were lost when they ran out of fuel trying to find a 
landing field in a pre-planned section of the unlighted 
mainland China coast not yet occupied by the Japanese. 


The 16th flew on to Vladivostok after laying its four 500- 


pound eggs. The plane was seized by the Russians, our allies 
against Hitler and Mussolini at the time, and its crew was in- 
terned for a couple of years. Seems that Russia was not of- 
ficially at war against Japan. 


* 
Of the original 80 Doolittle Raiders, a little over 


50 are still living. All have retired from the Air Force. Doolit- 
tle, like many of the others he led, went on with the war 
after the historic bombing of April 18,1942. He commanded 
the 15th and 8th Army Air Forces in the heat of the war in 
Europe and moved with the 8th to Okinawa after V-E Day. 
He is unique in several ways: He is the only Air Force 
Reserve officer to reach three-star rank, the only one who 
ever skipped being a captain or a full colonel, the only one 
who ever fouled up the auditors of the Air Force pension 
fund by directing them to send half of his pension to the Air 
Force Aid Society and the other half to the Air Force 
Academy Association. 


Trim and feisty at 77, Doolittle, whose raid first struck 


doubts in the hearts of the Japanese that they would win 
their crazy war of agression, visited Tokyo recently and was 
given a hearty welcome by two retired Japanese admirals 
who helped in the planning of the attack on Pearl Harbor. 


* 
Attending that Tokyo business meeting was Rev. Jacob 


Deshazer, who was captured by the Japanese along with six 
other raiders. POW Deshazer, on the point of death, "heard 
a voice," and lived. He returned to the U.S. after V-J Day, 
recuperated, entered a school of divinity, and returned to 
Japan as a missionary. He is credited with having converted 
Matsuo Yoshida to Christianity. Yoshida, who led the raid 
on Pearl Harbor, is now an ordained minister in Kyoto. 


Doolittle expects from 30 to 35 of the survivors to attend 


the reunion this year. The general and his wife, Jo, are par- 
ticularly concerned by the health of the men who took off 
that squally morning, 688 miles off tbe coast of Japan, and 
struck a blow that changed the tide of tbe war.

Two who are presently ailing but will try to make it to 


the reunion are George Barr, who survived capture, and Ted 
Lawson, author of "Thirty Seconds Over Tokyo." 


One of the rituals of the reunion will be the annual toast 


to the departed. There isn't another one like it in the world. 
The small silver goblets (and a bottle of Otard Cognac) are 
imbedded in a heavy display case which spends the rest of 
every year at the Air Force Academy, Colorado Springs. 


The general offers the toast (poured from a back-up 


bottle of cognac), and the men down their shots. If a 
raider has died since the previous reunion, bis goblet is 
turned upside-down, but bis engraved name remains upright 
— the goblet having been engraved with it twice,- once up, 
once down. 


When only two men are left, they'll open the ancient 


Otard, toast the 78 who have gone, and disband forever the 
unique band of warriors of our time.

Support Asked For Pay Hike 


The Legislature has placed on the May 14 


primary election ballot a proposed constitutional 
amendment to raise maximum salaries of state 
senators from $400 to $675 a month. That's a 69% 
increase from present pay, even though the present 
pay is pathetically low, and given the traditional 
mood of Nebraska voters toward the pay of public 
officials, the proposal has about as much of a 
chance of being approved as major prison reform 
legislation has of being enacted in this state. 


Indeed, a recently published newspaper poll 


dependence as a major qualification for office and 
thus a decent salary for that office is unnecessary. 
And many people believe that a living wage would 
draw undesirable candidates seeking office only for 
the money. 


Within this realm of thinking, there is no room

force behind Nebraska's unicameral legislative 
system, stressed the point "that senators should be 
given a living wage so they can be more indepen- 
dent from special interests and have more time to 
study the issues." 


Until salaries are increased, "the Unicameral 


as envisioned by Norris will never really have been 
given a chance to work," Harris said. 


We're not sure that people will change their 


minds if the debate is renewed, but the issue is 
worth the effort. Harris is to be commended for 
proposing to take it to the people. 


Lincoln's Death Trap 


Highway 2 on Lincoln's south edge has been 


the scene of traffic accidents which have taken five 
lives since early March this year and thus has 
earned the grisly dishonor of being Lincoln's 
newest death trap. 


In addition to driver error, the main problem 


with the highway is its overloaded capacity, accor- 
ding to state and city officials, and that problem 
cannot be solved until the highway is widened to 
four lanes. Actual construction is not scheduled to 
begin until 1976. 


The same officials say that there is no tem- 


porary solution to the Highway 2 problem. It is 
pointed out that the State Patrol and the Lincoln 


Police Department have tried saturated and selec- 
tive enforcement on the highway. Safety checks 
have been set up. The maximum speed limit has 
been lowered between Highway 77 and the 
southeast Lincoln outskirts. 


Still, the death toll mounts. 
Until — and after — the highway is widened, 


motorists should be aware of the hazards of the 
heavy traffic on the highway and the dangers of 
entering it from the side streets. 


Lowering the speed limit again and placing 


signs at the intersections of north-south streets and 
Highway 2 warning about the dangerous conditions 
should also be considered.

Few people today 
realize the contributions, 
strengths and problems of 
American agriculture. Only 
about 4.5% of the U.S. popula- 
tion live on our farms; 75% are 
packed into metropolitan areas 
where they have little or no 
direct contact with agriculture. 


Agriculture generates jobs for 


about 30% of the U.S. labor 
force — in supplying farm in- 
puts, in processing and 
marketing farm outputs or in ac- 
tual 
farm 
production. 


Agriculture has always been the 
largest industry in the country 
and currently accounts for over a 
fourth of the Gross National 
Product. 


Agriculture is also confronted 


with the same types of 
problems as other industries — 
higher fuel and fertilizer costs, 
shortages of machinery and 
chemicals, etc., which have been 
partly responsible for the in- 
creases in the price of food. 


The similarities between farm 


and non-farm neighbors out- 
weigh the differences, and all 
Americans are inter-dependent, 
as both customers and suppliers 
to each other.

Consider a homely example 


While Americans fretted over 
waiting in gasoline lines this 
winter, farmers in India waited 
in lines for five days to fin a S- 
gaflon gasoline can. They needed 
the fuel not for commuting or 
pleasure driving but to run the 
pumps that give their farms 
water. 


There was not enough gasoline 


in India for that most urgent 
necessity, and the direct result 
of inadequate watering is now 
apparent. Tbe U.S. Department 
of Agriculture estimates that 
lack of fod for the water pomps 
has cost India one mObon tons of 
her spring wheat crop. 


The price of erode oil has risen 


so sharply that a poor country 
soch as India simply cannot buy 


what it needs. There is a direct 
effect on food production 
through shortfalls of pumped 
water and even more significant- 
ly of fertilizer. 


What has all that to do with 


us? Does it matter to Asian 
peasants how we live and think 
in America? The answer is that 
it matters to tbe point of Bfe and 
death. We most begin to unders- 
tand why.

vital importance What must our 
sense of values be, our grasp of 
the real problems of humanity, 
when this year we are spending 
more than 10 times as much on 
South Vietnam (population 19 
million) as on India, Pakistan 
and Bangladesh combined 
(population 711 mflhon)?

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City Council Called For Alternatives 
To Building Of Northeast Radial

To build or not to build, that is 


the question facing city law- 
makers April 29. 


Council members said they 


want to explore all alternatives 
before proceeding with construc- 
tion of the embattled Northeast 
Radial. 


And the city administration 


hopes to have the answers to 
such questions as: 


If the city doesn't build the 


Northeast Radial, then what? 


City directors and Mayor Sam 


Schwartzkopf hope to make it 
clear they think such a decision 
would be sheer folly until the 
Comprehensive Plan is updated 
in 18 months. 


Last March 4 when the law- 


makers first set the radial 
hearing, Public Works Director 
Bob Obering urged the council 
not to kill the project until "the 


proper planning processes oc- 
cur." 


He was referring specifically 


to the update of the transporta- 
tion plan, which most council 
members agree will show a need 
for some kind of improved 
transportation to Northeast Lin- 
coln. 


Other alternative routes will 


be presented to the council, but 
Obering, when contacted in Win- 
nipeg, Canada, where he is 
attending a conference, declined, 
to elaborate on those alter- 
natives. 


Most frequently 
mentioned 


options, however, by council 
members and radial fans alike 
include the widening of 
Cornhusker Hwy., the widening 
of existing streets in the area or 
construction of a lower level 
expressway. 


And Mayor Schwartzkopf said 


there are other decisions which 


will have to be made if the 
project is burried. 


A determination will have to 


be made on the resale of proper- 
ty now held by the city and how 
the highway user fee funds iwll 
be reimbursed. 


Under the City Charter and 


state statutes, the city is not 
required to place the land up for 
bids, City Atty. Dick Wood 
reported. 


The council, then, will have 


the option of putting some of the 
land to public use, in the forms 
of parks and'housing and selling 
the rest either through 
negotiated sales, offering 
previous property owners first 
choice or by placing the land up 
for bids, Wood said. 


And repayment of the $3.3 


million taken out of the highway 
user fund could be made over a 
several-year period, under one 
proposal mentioned by city of- 
ficials. 


Departments Have Dual Designs 
For Development Of Clinton Area 


Tucked away in the recesses of City Hall are 


two, rather well guarded sets of plans drawn up 
by the Community Development and Planning 
Departments. 


The plans, billed as preliminary conceptual 


designs, are for the development of one section 
of the Clinton neighborhood, whose northern 
fringe would be sliced by the freeway. 


One plan shows the Northeast Radial in, the 


other shows the Northeast Radial out. 


Community Development Director Leo 


Scherer said the improvements are slated for 
the area from 27th to 33rd, Holdrege to the 
Burlington Northern railroad tracks. 


Plans to spruce up the area include the 


paving of numerous dirt streets, installation of 
ornamental street lighting, redevelopment of 
houses by private developers and the Lincoln 
Housing Authority and the location of a park in 
the neighborhood. 


Councilman Max Denney contends the lim- 


bo status of the diagonal will hold up redevelop- 
ment plans in the area, and in the Malone area 
as well, which the freeway would cut in half. 


Scherer said his department can work 


around an 18-month delay by developing the 
Clinton area lying south of the radial. 


But Denney charged, "How do you work 


around something when you don't even know 
what the plan is?" 


Scherer noted that Congress has not yet 


passed the Better Communities Act through 
which federal dollars would be channeled to 
Lincoln for such improvements. Scherer an- 
ticipated that no such aid would be forthcoming 
prior to Jan. 1,1975. 


Denney also has charged that the uncertain 


status of the freeway is holding up federal 
dollars proposed for relocation 
projects 


proposed by the Railroad Transportation Safety 
District (RTSD). 
] 


The district is proposing to consolidate a 


number of tracks running in the area into three 
tracks located side by side, RTSD Director 
Marv Nuernberger said. 


Five of Lincoln's six railroading lines use 


those tracks. They are the Burlington Northern, 
Chicago-Rock Island, Missouri-Pacific, Chicago- 
Northwestern and the O.L. & B. Union Pacific is 
the exception. 


Nuernberger said a decision is needed on 


the radial, so that plans for building overpasses 
across 27th and 33rd can be made. The overall 
project cannot be included in the district's 
federal demonstration project until then. 


Federal Fund Availability Unsure 


Thirty million dollars. 
By anybody's standards, that's 


a lot of dough. 


And one major question facing 


city lawmakers is whether 
dollars are available in the 
federal till in Washington, D.C., 


to help finance the radial. 


Some critics of the radial 


maintain the project would flunk 
the federal aid test and suggest 
that is one reason why no funds 
have been applied for to date.

City Landlord To Many 
In NE Radial's Path 


It may come as a surprise to 


some citizens to find out the City 
of Lincoln is a landlord. 


But, that's how tenants ren- 


ting 114 buildings located in the 
Northeast Radial's right-of-way 
see their city fathers. 


The city rents out 87 single- 


family dwellings, three 
duplexes, a four-plex and 17 
commercial buildings. 


And since the City Council 


made the decision to start 
buying up property for the 
radial, some 174 buildings have 
been demolished, records show. 


The monthly gross on the 114 


rental properties averages $10,- 
700, City Property Manager Den- 
nis Fettinger said. But the net 
averages about half that amount, 
$5.300, with maintenance, 
salaries and operations eating up 
a major chunk of the rent 
money. 


In the five years since the city 


has been renting out properties, 
Fettinger said $267,000 has been 
collected in a special revolving 
fund. 


The city does not tear down 


any houses, Fettinger explained, 
unless "it's absolutely 
necessary."

That action was halted by 
the City Council last year when it 
froze all funds for land acquisi- 
tion pending further study of the 
proposal. 


Although officials have not 


completed the report on the 
amount of land owned by the 
city in the area, one estimate 
places city ownership at about 50 
acres. 


says, "We haven't applied for 
federal aid, but it (the radial) is 
eligible because it's on the 
federal aid system." 


Public Works Director Bob 


Obering pointed out that back in 
1967 the council decided to go it 
alone because of the scarcity of 
Washington dollars.

grant will be forthcoming. 


A member of the citizens

But, if a majority of the coun- 


cil agrees to the administration's 
proposal and opts to wait 18 
more months before casting the 
fate of the radial in concrete, 
then what? 


Schwartzkopf said he is 


prepared to recommend that 
some lots located in the 
roadway's right-of-way be 
purchased in "hardship cases." 


"If we worked a hardship on 


some individuals, we should 
honor our obligations," he said. 


The major contended the city 


has a responsibility to acquire 
such land, noting the city has 
been restricted to act on such 
hardship cases by the council's 
impoundment of land acquisi- 
tion funds on April 16 of last 
year. 


Wood said any determination 


of economic hardship would 
have to be made by the council 
on a case by case basis. 


Such action would be "over 


and above" the limitations set in 
the council impoundment 
resolution which only authorized 
the purchase of land to fullfill 
contractual obligations. 


Since the funds have been 


frozen, several property owners 
have pleaded with the City Coun- 
cil to buy their land, which they 
contended was deteriorating and 
had no saleability on the real es- 
tate market. 


One homeowner said his house 


was "an island in a sea of city 
owned land." The council stuck 
to its guns, however, and didn't 
buy the land. 


If there is,an 18-month wait 


until the consultants complete 
the revision of the Comprehen- 


sive Plan, development of the

and 
Malone 


neighborhoods will have to 
proceed accordingly. 


Residents of the area claim 


than such a decision, or lack of 
one, will result in the further

And the radial is sure to crop 


up as a major campaign issue in 
the 1975 spring mayoral and 
council races.

The three new lawmakers 


elected last May all dted a aeed 
to resolve the .Northeast Radial 
issue. 
Although such a decision is not 


likely to be rendered by the law- 
makers in the immediate future, 
if a decision is made to build the 
freeway, then what? 


Officials estimate it will take 


at least five years between the 
time the final project is ap- 
proved and the turning over of 
the first scoop of dirt. 


And construction of the 


diagonal would come under the 
planning, design and construc- 
tion specifications laid down in 
the street Action Plan, now 


being finalized by the city, 
Obering said. 


That ptaa calls for preparation 


of a plaudit study report, en- 
vironmental impact statements, 
a cost benefit analysis, a corridor 
study, informational meetin|s, a 
location stady report, a derip 
study report and a formal public 
bearing. 


The citizens street planning 


committee, which formulated 
the Action Plan through a series 
of meetings last fall, has ap- 
proved amendments suggested 
by state and federal agencies. 


Obering said as soon as the 


council adopts the final version, 
the document 
will be 


forewarded to officials in 
Washington, D.C., for their en- 
dorsement. 


The plan for all street planning 


projects, both locally and 
federally funded, should be im- 
pleme-nted this summer, 
Obering said.

KSC Instructors To Be Recalled

Construction of the 3.2-milw of freeway 


would be staged over a 17-year period, the 
report states. The final phase from 70th to 84th 
was scheduled to be opened by 1985.

Following on the heek of the Smith study, 


the then City Council proceeded full speed 
ahead on land acquisition, as authorized by a 
November, 1967, resolution. 


In 1971. the city authorized an accelerated 


program to acquire properties in the area from 
Holdrege to Adams. 


And it was during the land acquisition 


period that opposition to the freeway's con- 
struction moulted, led by residents of Malone, 
Chiton and Fremont who claimed their 
neighborhoods would be Irreparably damaged 
by construction of a multi-million dollar 
freeway through the area. 


Cost of the project now is estimated at $30 


million. 


Other opponents of the radial charge that 


proper studies justifying the roadway have not 
been conducted and that the liabilities of the 
radial outweigh its benefits. 


Lawmakers put a hold on land purchased 


on April 16, 1973, pending the competition of 
the transportation study which officials original- 
ly believed would be completed this year. 


That study will be part of the overall revi- 


sion of the Comprehensive Plan and will include 
population projections, land use patterns and 
modes of transportation for 20 years down the 
road.

First Nal'l Cenfef 
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Law To Have Most Effect 
On Firemen, Bus Drivers

New federal amendments to 


the Fair Labor Standards Act 
will not have much effect on city 
employes, although firemen and 
bus drivers may be the most 
affected, officials said Thursday. 


The 1974 amendments bring 


state, federal and city employes, 
previously exempt, under the 
labor standards act. 


Provisions of the law affecting 


firemen and bus drivers concern 
the average number of hours 
worked weekly before hourly 
workers must be paid time and a 
half. 


Regular city employes work a 


40-hor week, but firemen work 
an average of 54 hours per week 
during a 42-day period and bus 
drivers may work up to 54 hours 
per week on the regular hourly 
rate. 


The new law, over a three-year 


period, reduces the number of 
hours firemen and bus drivers 
can be employed per week on a 
regular hourly rate. 


For firemen the hours per 


week will be reduced to 60 in 
1975, 58 in 1978 and 54 In 1977. 


For bus drivers that total will 


be reduced to 48 hours in 1975, 
46 in 1976 and 44 in 1977. 


Fire Chief Dallas Johnson 


noted that the Lincoln Fire 
Department won't be affected 
until 1977. 


Even then, he said, firemen 


will still be permitted to work 
24-hour shifts. However, he said, 
the department will have to go 
to a system in which firemen 
work one 24-hour shift, with the 
next 48 hours off. 


That schedule apparently will 


not allow firemen to "bunch" 
days off. Under the present set- 


up, he said, firemen get 
stretches of eight days off in a 
row. 


"Our gang likes the present 


adjustment," Johnson said, "but 
we're going to have to do 
something to comply with 
federal law." 


On the whole, Mitchell said, 


effects of the new law will not be 
"earth shaking." 


In the case of bus drivers and 


firemen, he said, it might come 
to a question of whether it is 
wiser to pay time and a half, or 
add new employes. 


He said minimum wage stan- 


dards provisions against com- 
pensatory time off will have lit- 
tle effect because most wages 
are already in compliance and 
the practice of giving time off in 
lieu of overtime pay is little 
used.

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ITS Will Feel Impact 
Of Bus Fare Subsidy 


By LYNN ZERSCHLING 


Star Staff Writer 


A recently passed state law 


allowing all people 60 years and 
older to ride public buses for lOc 
will have a tremendous impact 
on the Lincoln Transportation 
System, LTS Manager Dick 
Frank predicted Thursday. 


Frank estimated that tbe 


number of senior citizen riders 
would jump by 25%. Under tbe 
current subsidy system, about 4,- 
300 riders account for an average 
of 15,500 rides a month. 


The present low-fare system is 


for those 65 and older with an- 
nual incomes below $5,500. The 
difference between the lOc fare 
and the regular 30c is made up 
by 15c from the Commission on 
Aging and 5t from the City of 
Lincoln. 


No Income Limit 
The new state law (LB975) 


drops the age limit to 60 and 
eliminates income restrictions. 
It provides, however, that senior 
citizens may not take advantage 
of the subsidy during peak-load 
hours. 


Finance Director 
James 


Mallon reported the Department 
of Roads has been charged with 
overseeing the program 
statewide and might come up 
with uniform procedures for ad- 
ministering the program. 


Tbe state law also set up a $1 


million state fund to subsidize 
the lower fare for Nebraskans. 


The board directed Mallon 


and Frank to report back next 
month on the possible ad- 
ministration of the program. 


In other business, the board 


authorized Frank to augment 
service on six heavily traveled 
routes with six of the recently 
ordered minibuses. Ten minis 
are scheduled to arrive 
sometime in May. 


Frank recommended that 


minibuses be plugged into the 


Havelock, Bethany, College 
View, University Place, 
Trendwood and South and the E. 
Vine routes during morning and 
evening peak hours. Those buses 
are overcrowded during rush 
hour traffic now. 


Overhauls Planned 
Three other new minibuses 


will be placed on the downtown 
loup, while the tenth bus will be 
kept as a spare. The three minis 
now traveling the downtown 
route will be brought in for 
extensive overhauls, Frank said. 


The board also authorized a 


hike in charter service rates to 
$15 an hour, with a two-hour 
minimum required. The old 
schedules charged $12.50 an 
hour. The lay-over charge 


remains the same at $7.50 an 
hour. 


Buses will be allotted for 


charter service when both equip- 
ment and fuel are available. 


In other action, the board 


authorized Frank to negotiate 
with the public relations firm of 
Don Fergusen and Associates to 
handle publicity on the arrival 
and use of the minibuses and on 
the new lOc fare allowed under 
state law. 


Frank also reported that 


during the month of March LTS 
operating revenues totaled $61,- 
581. Operating expenses totaled 
$80,082. Operating loses for the 
month thus totaled $18,501, com- 
pared to a loss of $19,212 
reported for March, 1973. 


LCS OKs $4,000

The grant will pay for in-home

The new research and 


development program would

In a five-stage program, LCS 


planners would compile a com- 
prehensive listing of existing and 
accessible data on social ser- 
vices, develop profiles of social 
problem areas and determine 
their relative importance, and 
identify gaps that can be filled 
through funding. 


Then, in the last stage, 


recommendations could be 
made about which agencies 
merit the most or least con- 
sideration for funding. 


70c Gas Seen

KANSAS CITY (AP) - The 


regional director of the Federal 
Energy Office predicted Thurs- 
day that premium gasoline will 
be selling for 70 cents a gallon by 
July. 


Speaking to representatives of 


local, state and federal gov- 
ernment agencies, James R. 
Newman also predicted that in- 
dependent oil companies "will 
be out of business in 90 days un- 
less Congress does something 
about it." He cited spiraling 
costs of imported fuels as the 
threat to independents. 


Newman told members of the 


seminar that motorists are now 
paying 78 cents a gallon in Los 
Angeles and 92 cents in New 


York City. 


Speakers from Nebraska. 


Iowa, Kansas and Missouri told 
the group that the crunch facing 
the poor is not the cost of gas- 
oline for automobiles, but the 
cost of heating homes which 
often are not insulated. 


Martin Rosen, director of

down the money has to come 
from somewhere to fix it, and it 
comes from the money set aside 
for food If the cost of fuel rises, 
the poor person has to cut the 
food bill to meet the fuel bill."

'F/e/cf Scout' Pest Control Idea Lauded

A pest management system in- 


volving regular weekly inspec- 
tions of a farmer's held by teams 
of trained insect collectors won 
praise from a number of 
speakers at the pest manage- 
ment workshop here Thursday. 


Efforts by the extension ser- 


vice in a number of states and 
some private companies were 
described in detail by scientists 
who had developed the program 
and by the "field scouts" used in 
examining the fields. 


Most approved the methods 


used, however, there was no 
general agreement on who 
should run such programs. 


Arnold Howard of Omaha, 


representing an agricultural 
chemical firm, said he didn't 
t h i n k m a n u f a c t u r e r s of 
chemicals should be in the 
business of scouting fields but 
felt that some dealers and 
cooperatives might find it a 
useful technique. 


Arnold said he doubted that 


the service would reduce the 
total use of chemicals but 
suggested it would improve the 
use of chemicals and make the 
use more effective in controling 


pests 


A professor from Wisconsin 


said 
the 
term 
"pest 


management" might mislead 
some people about what the 
program would do. Several 
suggestions for new names for 
the program were discouraged 
by an official of a federal agency 
who said changing the name 
would force re-education of con- 
gressmen who provided funds 
for the program. 


Other scientists suggested that 


a new type of specialist was 
needed who had training in 
several fields instead of 
specializing in just insects or 
weeds. 


George Woolsey, Clay County 


extension agent, said they ought 
to ask farmers what they wanted 
in their counties. "Our survey 
showed that our fanners wanted 
information on controling in- 
sects and diseases. A few were 
interested in weed surveys and 
in irrigation scheduling but the 
insect problems were the single 
most important factor," he said. 


One area of general agreement 


was that greater cooperation 
between scientists was essential 
to good control of crop pests. 
The insect specialist, weed 
expert and plant disease 


researcher and the people who

Latin America Said Potential Power

The United States and the rest of the 


world have been ignoring Latin America 
as a potentially powerful influence in 
world affairs. Dr. German Arciniegas said 
Thursday in Lincoln. 


Dr. Ardmegas said it's tbe role of futre 


generations of Latin Americans to 
"create" that new continent and "make it 
pta> a significant part to cbaoge world 
history." 


A native of Colombia. Arciniegas is a 


scholar and diplomat as well as one of tbe 
most distinguished writers in tbe Spanish 
language. He spoke to an overflow crowd 
of more than 200 in the Nebraska Union 
Centennial Room as part of the Sym- 
posium on Latin America. 


Dtngeroas Idea 


Arciniegas cautioned that tbe idea of 


poor continents existing to "make rich 
continents richer" and rich continents 
existing to "make poor continents 
poorer" is potentially explosive. 


Latin America wants to stand beside 


tbe United States as a partner, be said 
Together, the two Americans "could 
solve some of tbe most dramatic 
situations," be said. 


Wbea «« afl Americns gob* to reaBze 


they come from tbe SUM Evropesi 
roott? Dr. AitWegas woadered afevd. 


Tbe main difference m tbe two con- 


tinents, be said, stems from tbe fact that 


Latin America's historical development is 
the exact inverse of development in the 
United States. 


Dr. Arciniegas used that theory to 


explain the different approaches to social 
organization found here and in Latin 
America. 


Foar Stages 


In Latin America, tbe four stages of 


development were: discovery, starting 
with Columbus; conquest featuring such 
enterprising figures as Cortez and 
Pizarro: colonization, spanning almost 
two centuries as conquerors tried to mix 
their blood with Indian natives, and final- 
ly, independence. 


For North America, tbe process was 


exactly the opposite, be said. Develop- 
ment started with independence as 
Pilgrims fled to tbe new land to escape 
persecution; next came colonization, then 
conquest of the West and finally dis- 
covery of places like Nebraska.

"We invented here 'democracy' and

Discussing Dr. AaczoMgn' remarks. 


Dr. Norman Stewart, professor of 
geography at me University of Wisconsin, 


admitted he would have difficulties 
refuting any of Dr Anciniegas' com- 
ments. 


However, he indicated he didn't 


foresee Latin America as a major power 
in world politics until it "can speak with 
one voice." 


'Disadvantage Too 


"One thing bad about having a common 


language." he said, "is that leaders insult 
each other in a language they both fully 
understand." 


Stewart "speculated" that Latin 


America is still fragmented because of 
two factors: 


For one, the differed countries are still 


experimenting with governments and 
haven't found a common socio-political 
system, be said. 


Second, and probably more important 


Stewart said, is the internal disunity of 
each country. 


He said individual nations are 


thoroughly split by "patria chfea," which 
roughly translates to 'local loyalty" or 
"local identification." 


"Before Latin America can pursue con- 


tinentabty," Stewart advised, "individual 
countries must establish their own 
national identities."

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Resource District Law Ruled Constitutional

Thursday upheld the con- 
stitutionality of Nebraska'i 
natural resource district system 
but left standing some lower 
court objections to state com- 
mission members." 


The resource district law, 


enacted in 1M», was chaQeiged 
by the Richardson County Soil 
and Water Conservation District 
and two taxpayers of the Wilson 
Creek Watershed Conservancy 
District. 


They contended the original 


law of 1969 and subsequent 
changes made by the Legislature 
were so vague and ambiguous 
that the whole section of law was 
invalid. 


The high court, except for one 


judge, said there were problems, 
but not fatal ones. 


"Not Void" 
"We think these ambiguities 


and uncertainties presented 
problems of construction and in- 
terpretation, but the act was not 
void because of them," the six- 
judge majority said. 


The majority said the 


problems arose because of the 
need for transition stages in the 


merger of soil and water conser- 
vation districts, watershed con- 
servancy districts, advisory 
boards, planning boards and 
mosquito abatement districts 
into natural resource districts. 


Judge Harry Spencer dis- 


agreed wjjth the majority. 


"I disseit wttk the majority 


opiatai hereto because I do not 
believe (the law) caa be held 
coestitutioul withott unduly 
strainiBg the bonds of con- 
stitutional 
interpretation," 


Spencer said. 


The judge said in his opinion

Courf: Nebraska Boat Act 
Applies To Private Lakes 


By United Press International 
The State Supreme Court 


ruled Thursday Nebraska's Boat 
Act applies not only to public 
lakes but to private ones as well, 
including Kuester's Lake at 
Grand Island. 


"An examination of the act 


shows that it was clearly the 
legislative intention to apply it to 
the operation of boats upon 
private waters as well as public 
waters," the court said. 


In so ruling, the high court dis- 


solved an injunction issued by 
the Hall County District Court 
barring enforcement of the boat 
act upon the lake by state game 
wardens. 


R. N. Kuester had asked for 


the injunction on the grounds 
that he and the 72 families on the 
lake were afraid the game 
warden would harass them 
without cause. 


"General Rule" 


The Supreme Court said it is a 


"general rule" that an injunction 
should not be issued to restrain 
public officers from performing 
an official act which doesn't go 
beyond legal arid moral limits. 


If an enforcement officer goes 


beyond normal limits, then there 
are grounds for an injunction, 
the court said. 


But generally, the court said, 


"the courts should be slow in 
issuing injunctions against police 
officers and an injunction should 
not be issued on the mere ap- 
prehension that the officer will 
commit an unlawful act." 


No Specific Instances 


The court said there were no 


specific instances cited in the 
original case which might 
amount to abuses. 


On that basis, the Supreme 


Court concluded "it is dear that 
the injunction prohibited lawful 
as well as possible unlawful en- 
tries upon the premises" and it 
should be dissolved.

proceedings in the Garden County 
District Court an eminent domain case 
filed by the Grace Land i Cattle Co. 
against the Tri-State Generation and 
Transmission Assn. 


-Upheld the decision of the Hall Coun-

Board that Nash Finch Co. must nay S18,- 
29d in property taxes for land in Grand 
Island. 


— Upheld the Scotts Bluff County 


District Court's sentencing of Michael 
Clay to one year in prison for fleeing to 
avoid arrest. He had appealed contending 
the sentence was excessive. 


—Approved the terms of a divorce 


decree issued by the Lincoln County 
District Court to Elaine and Donald 
Kockrow. 


—Modified the decision of the Douglas 


County District Court by directing judg- 
ment of $105,097 against Robert F. Lucas 
in a trust dispute involving First National 
Bank of Omaha and First Cadco Corp.

agriculture," M. M. Van Kirk, 
NFBF director of information, 
observed in his weekly "Midland 
View" report. 


"In the long term view, the 


Legislature's authorization for 
the $8 million investment — 
spread over several years — in 
new facilities for the University 
of Nebraska Animal Health 
Research Center, which includes 
the $1 million approved in 1973 
for a new veterinary science 
diagnostic laboratory, 
is 


probably the most consequen- 
tial," he said. 


"The return to the state's $2 


billion livestock industry and the 
state's general economy will be 
multiplied many times over." 


Van Kirk also commended the 
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Legislature for strengthening the 
state's Environmental Protec- 
tion Act so as to assure that the 
state, and not the federal govern- 
ment, will administer en- 
vironmental programs; es- 
tablishing a natural resources 
districts 
fund; 
authorizing 


agricultural land to be valued for 
taxation according to its use, and 
granting new anti-trust powers 
to the attorney general. 


The state school aid bill, shif- 


ting a large part of school finan- 
cing from property taxes to sales 
and income taxes, was 
"probably the major piece of 
legislation passed by the 1974 
Legislature," Van Kirk said.

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Education is The Key 
To Curbing Alcoholism 


The disease of alcoholism, which affects 


between nine and ten million Americans, is a 
devastating national epidemic said Dr. Maxwell 
Weisman, director of the Division on 
Alcoholism for the state of Maryland. 


"We want to treat those who have already 


succumbed to the disease, but that will make 
only the tiniest dent in the problem." The only 
answer to solving the problem is to become in- 
volved in prevention, said Dr. Weisman, who 
will give the opening speech at a conference on 
alcoholism prevention, intervention and treat- 
ment being held this weekend in Lincoln. 


Until more is learned about the causes of 


alcoholism — biological, social and en- 
vironomental — we must turn our attention to 
education about the responsible use of alcohol, 
said Dr. Weisman in a telephone interview. 


He advocates education about every aspect 


pf alcohol use including patterns of drinking and 
information on alcohol as a drug in social 
beverages — "just as nicotine is a drug in 
cigarets and caffeine in coffee.' 


Public attitude is also important, he said. A 


society which portrays the "loveable drunk" is 
condoning "loss of control" through alcohol. 


If the use of alcohol by youth is going to be 


encouraged, as some nationalities do, then the 
youth should be taught that the consumption of 
alcohol has to be planned, he suggested. 


Educating the public to accept alcoholism 


as a disease rather than a moral problem is also 
important, according to Dr. Weisman, because 
treating alcoholism is easier when it is con- 
sidered a disease. 


Statistics show that about 80 to 100 million 


Americans use alcohol, said Dr. Weisman. a 
social drinker himself. Between 9 and 10 million 
people succumb to the disease. And though 
more men seek treatment, as many women as 
men are alcoholics, said Dr. Weisman, who is 
chairman of the American Medical Society on 
Alcoholism which recently merged with the 
National Council on Alcoholism. 


Dr. Weisman, who will speak on prevention 


Friday evening at the Nebraska Center, listed 
some of the earliest signs of alcohlism. 


— An increase in consumption. 
— Inappropriate use of alcohol. Drinking at 


social times, dinner or a party, is not 
alcoholism, but drinking to solve problems or 
overcome depression is an early sign of 
alcoholism. 


The conference will continue Saturday and 


Sunday with small group activites and speeches 
by Dr. Gary Norgensen, clinic coordinator of 
the alcohol and drug abuse clinic at the Univer- 
sity of Utah Medical School, and Dr. Frank A. 
Seixas. medical director of the National Council 
on Alcoholism.

1. You are declarer at Four 


Hearts, South having overcalled 
your partner's diamond bid 
with a spade. North leads the 
queen of spades.

1. What sticks out like a sore 


thumb is that you might lose an 
extra trump trick on top of the 
obvious two spades and a heart. 


Your best chance lies in taking 
the spade with the ace and 
playing a low trump from 
dummy. 


Let's assume that South 


follows low and you win with the 
king — which is likely on the 
bidding. The correct play now is 
the queen of hearts. If the 
trumps are divided 3-2, your 
worries are over. South can 
take the ace and cash two 
spades, but then you have the 
rest of the tricks. 


The key play is the queen of 


hearts at trick three, not a low 
heart to the jack. South might 
have something like 
*KJ1083 *A8 
*92 *K854 


in which case he could take the 
jack with the ace and play three 
more rounds of spades to put 
you down one. North's ten of 
hearts would prove to be the 
decisive factor. 


2. Assuming that North has 


the heart length, which seems 
reasonable, there is a sure way 
of making the contract. Play the 
queen of hearts from dummy. If 
it wins, lead a low spade and 
finesse the nine. Win or lose, 
you have nine ironclad tricks. 


If the heart queen loses to the 


ace, as well it might, duck the 
heart continuation and win the 
next one. Then cash the queen of 
spades and finesse the nine. If it 
wins, you have nine tricks. If it 
loses, South may not have a 
heart to return (because he 
started with only three), in 
which case you're sure of nine 
tricks. 


If South does have a heart to 


return, indicating he had four to 
start with, you make the con- 
tract because North cannot 
have more than four hearts.

Class warfare, backstabbing, exploitation, 


revenge in the beauty salon? 


"No!" say local hairdressers and beauty shop 


owners. "At least not in Lincoln." 


A story in the Tuesday Star headlined 


"Beastliness lurks in the beauty parlor," 
brought an immediate and often angry response 
from beauty salon owners, mothers of 
beauticians and some beauticians themselves, 
who said that the article was inaccurate and 
demeaning. 


Good beauticians do not spread malicious 


gossip about their clients, shear or bum abusive 
clients' hair or act as servants to lucrative 
customers, they all agreed. 


"I don't know how any operator would stay in 
business if she did that," said one beautician. 


But many of the operators and owners inter- 


viewed after the story appeared, agreed that 
customer's often do spill out their problems and 
talk about their family life with their beautician. 


"Of course they tell us everything, but a good 


hairdresser keeps her mouth shut and listens. 
That's half of being a good hairdresser," said 
Ethel Forburger, an owner who has been in the 
business for 45 years. 


"Everyone knows what a beauty salon is like. 


. . We've always been known as part psy- 
chologists. ... You would not have believed the 
things that people told us . . ." said other 
operators. 


"If you know your ladies . . . if they come 


every week, they will put their problems off on 
you. Part of the job is to listen," said one 
beautician of three years, who preferred to re- 
main anonymous. 


Because of the direct and often weekly con- 


tact with the customer, "you do become more 
intimate with them," said Mrs. Pat Gray, who 
worked as a beautician in Lincoln for three 
years. "A lot of them (customers) became my 
good friends." 
' 


Hair Stylists Say 


But not every beautician seeks, welcomes or 


even gets these personal confessions. A few, in- 
cluding one male shop owner, said the conversa- 
tion was almost always on a more general level. 


There may be some pampering or ego 


building in beauty salons, but not necessarily 
just to keep customers or get bigger tips, said 
the beauticians contacted. 


"I pamper, in so far as I want them to look 


good," said Shirley Oobernecker, a hairdresser 
for eight years, who said she doesn't lie when 
someone doesn't look good. "Like faulty adver- 
tising it doesn't bring the customer back," she 
said. 


"We definitely serve as a morale booster," 


said another beautician, Linda Petermann, by 
making her more beautiful." 


Some of the beauticians also agreed that in 


some shops it helps to "get in good with the 
receptionist," in order to get more ap- 
pointments. 


But those in the Lincoln hairdressing business 


found little else to agree with in the article, 
based on a Purdue University study. 


The article, drawn from interviews with 62 


midwestern beauticians, portrayed beauticians 
as daughters of blue collar families serving the 
middle and. upper class women. According to 
Lincoln haridressers both the beauticians and 
their customers come from all walks of life. 


"My clientele was predominately working 


women — secretaries, teachers — and 
housewives. And for them, getting their hair 
done was not a luxury, but something that saved 
them time," said Mrs. Gray. 


Even when the client is wealthy, she* is not 


necessarily abusive. 


Anytime you work with the public there will 


be people who are very hard to work with, "but 
the good ones far outweigh the bad/' said Lucile 
Duerr, who owns shops in three Nebraska cities. 


And the operators and owners, without 


exception, said they would not tolerate a par- 
ticularly offensive customer. They would ask 
her to leave or suggest she try another operator. 


"I'm not a bullshitter. I don't put up with it," 


said Ms. Dobernecker, while admitting that she 
may be a little more strong willed than some of 
the beauticians, particularly the very young. 


"If they're upset or in a bad mood I don't 


want to hear about it. I tell them to leave it in 
the back closet," she said. 


She has also found that it is not the rich who 


put or) airs, but the ones who have some or very 
little money and want to look like they are rich. 


Lincoln beauticians also find no class warfare 


in the beauty business. They admit that a very 
few women may think of the hairdresser as oc- 
cupying a "servant position." But the hair- 
dresser who knows she is a professional doesn't 
let it bother her," said one beautician. 


"You live it, you eat it, drink and sleep it... 


it satisfies you," said more than one hairdresser 
and owner who consider themselves 
professionals. 


Though beauty school may be cheaper than 


college and thus more accessible to women 
from middle or lower income families, 
Nebraska does have one of the highest hour 
requirements, according to Leon Schneberger, 
salon owner and past chairman of the Nebraska 
Hair Fashion Committee. It takes 2100 hours — 
a little more than a year of work, he said. 


Jealousy and backbiting among operators was 


also cited in the Purdue study. While agreeing 
that some of this vill occur in any job where 
"many women work together," most owners 
felt it wasn't rampant in the beauty business 
and that a good manager "knows how to handle 
it." 


And no operator or owner had heard of any 


beautician burning a customer's hair or cutting 
it too short out of spite. 


The mood of the girl may affect how well she 


does on a certain day, said Ms. Peterman, but 
bad jobs are never done out of spite. 


As if calling beauticians lower class, 


gossiping, revenge seekers wasn't enough, the 
article concluded by saying "the money is 
good." 


"Just not true," was the Lincoln reply. Take- 


home salaries average between $50 and $90 a 
week plus tips, the beauticians said. 


"If you really want to work your butt off, you 


can make money, but an average operator 
probably makes around $100 a week including 
tips," she said.

Can Moses Lead ABA Out of Wilderness? 


"Pro basketball players are the highest paid athletes 


in the world, but I'll say at the outset, we're not worth it." 


That statement was nude more Una a week ago by 


Oarrall Imhoff, who retired from the sport two years ago 
after spending 12 years in the National Basketball 
Association. 


If that was a fact then it's more of a fact today 


Mowing the "we're at war" declaration of Com- 
missioner Mike Storen of the American Basketball 
Association and the subsequent draft held Wednesday by 
that league trying to tap talent from the NBA. 


Unlike pro football, which effected a merger of the 


NFL and AFL after a long battle, pro basketball players 
have resisted joining in a common league. 


That is understandable because competitive bidding 


between the league has driven the signing price up to as 
much as $2 or $3 million. 


The ABA has been struggling because it has been un- 


able to get a good television contract, but it's most recent 
action hi permitting one of its clubs to acquire draft rights 
to a high school senior is, to my mind, going too far hi 
order build up to a point where it can command TV. 


The action of the Utah Stars drafting Moses Malone 


of Petersburg, Va., right out of high school is a continua- 
tion of the total disrespect of the accepted practice of 
signing college athletes who still have eligibility 
remaining. 


Most notable among these signees have been Julius 


Erving, who left Massachussets for the Virginia Squires, 
and George McGinnis, who left Indiana for the Indiana 
Pacers, both having completed only their sophomore 
year. 


There is a precedent for drafting a high schooler. The 


old Philadelphia Warriors selected Wilt Chamberlain 
back hi 1954 out of Overbrook High in Philadelphia. Wilt, 
however, decided to attend Kansas where he stayed 
through his junior season and signed with the 
Globetrotters. A year later he signed with the Warriors. 


Catching Up On Sports 


Kansas has signed two Omaha football prospects to 


national letters of intent, but it has to be assumed they 
weren't taken from Nebraska because Coach Tom 
Osborne has said the Cornhuskers landed all 11 players 
that were offered scholarships. 


Headed for Kansas are Tom O'Doherty, lineman 


from Creighton Prep, and Butch Mascarello, a back .. . 
Also slated to become Jayhawks are Mike Lloyd, from 
Joplin, Mo., and Melvin Barrens, high school back of the 
year in Oklahoma. Both are quarterbacks. 


Oklahoma has signed Dean Blevins, who played at 


hometown Norman. He has an agreement that will permit 
him to play both football and basketball. Blevins was a 
quarterback in football and a guard in basketball... The 
Sooners also have signed a combination footballer- 
wrestler in Dan McCullough, a fullback from Bricktown, 
N.J. 


Rod Dedeaux, the respected coach of Southern Califor- 


nia's baseball team, lives only a few blocks from Casey 
Stengel, the retired former Yankee manager. Dedeaux 
considers Casey "the best brain in baseball" and scoffs at 
those who can't interpret Stengelese.

Transmatic 
Lawsuit 
is Returned 


A federal judge has returned a 


suit challenging the new 
Transmatic money system to 
Lancaster District Court 


The action was ordered by a 


visiting federal judge from 
Arkansas, Garnett Thomas 
Eisele. 


The suit was originally filed in 


Lancaster District Court by State 
Atty. Gen. Clarence Meyer 
against American Community 
Stores Corp., which operates 35 
Hinky-Diaky stores in Nebraska. 


The suit attempts to block im- 


plementation of the new money 
system in two Lincoln Hinky. 
Dinky stores in cooperation with 
First Federal Savings and Loan 
of Lincoln. 


Eisele said in a memorandum 


that the first question that must 
be answered is whether 
the 


money service constitutes the 
business of a saving and loan 
association under state law. 


He indicated that question of 


state law should be answered in 
the state court. 


When that question is 


answered, he wrote, the ques- 
tion of whether federal law 
preempts all aspects of the 
federal savings and loan associa- 
tion may or may not be reached. 


If the decision is that the 


money system does constitute 
the business of a savings and 
loan association, Eisele said, his 
action in returning the case, to 
the state court does not affect 
the right to present the preemp- 
tion question, but only the forum 
in which it is presented. 


If it is determined that the 


Transmatic money service does 
not constitute the business of a 
savings and loan association, he 
said, the preemption question 
will not even be reached.

ORDINANCE NO. 11070 


AN ORDINANCE relating to zoning, 


amending Section 27.04.335 Of the Lincoln 
Municipal Code to provide a new defini- 
tion of transitional lots; amending Title 27 
of the Lincoln Municipal Code by the addi- 
tion of new section 27.38.080 to provide 
regulations relating to pre-existing tran- 
sitional lots; and repealing Section 
27.04.335 of the Lincoln Municipal Code as 
hitherto existing. 


BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council 


of the City of Lincoln, Nebraska: 


Section 1. That Section 27.04.335 of the 


Lincoln Municipal Code is amended to 
read as follows: 


27.04.335 Lot, transitional. A tran- 


sitional lot is a lot extending no more than 
150 feet into a residential dwelling dis- 
trict, and fronting upon the same street as 
and abubting a district having no less 
than two acres in area which shall be 
classified "G," "H-l," "H-2," "I," "II," 
"K" or "L," or any combination thereof, 
and having a ratio of depth to width not 
exceeding three to one (3 to I). 


Section 2. That Title 27 of the Lincoln 


Municipal Code be amended by adding 
new section 27.38.080 to read as follows: 


27.38.080 Pre-existing transitional lot; 


defined; building permits for transitional 
lot uses authorized until July l, 1975. (a) A 
pre-existing transitional lot is defined as 
a lot not more than 150 feet in width in a 
dwelling district, having one side lot line 
which is the side lot line of a lot in a dis- 
trict which is zoned "G," "H-l," "H-2," 
"I," "II," "J," "K," "L," "M," or a lot 
which has received a special permit for 
an off-street parking lot to be used in con- 
junction with a building in one of the 
above named districts, and which also 
has its front on the same street as a front 
of said commercial, business, or in- 
dustrial lot.

LAP Board Nixes Aid Request

Amid a Hurry of disorder and no sense 


of direction, the Lincoln Action Program 
(LAP) 
board of directors Thursday night 


failed to approve a budget request to be 
sent to the City Council. 


The agency will lose its federal funding 


May 31 and plans to request emergency 
revenue sharing funds from the City 
Council to extend their life for at least 
three months. 


The proposed budget of $44,533 met its 


first roadblock when board member Carl 
Kopenes pointed out that the board 
agreed on March 11 that any budget was 
to be reviewed by the executive com- 
mittee, the board president and at least 
two members of affected committees. 


This had not been done. Represen- 


tatives of that group said they had met 
since the March meeting, but could not 
act because they failed to get a quorum. 


The board then decided to change the 


decision of March 11 and allow the 
budget proposal to be acted upon, but the 
proposal stumbled again when Elaine 
Bratt. speaking for the low-income board 
members, said the low-income group had 
unanimously decided not to consider the 
budget until problems within the LAP 
staff could be resolved so that the 
executive director would go before the 
city council with substantial support from 
the staff 


There were also allegations of money 


being overspent, but the area of any 
overspenditure was not specified. 


Low-income members said they agreed 


with the amounts in the budget request, 


but could not in good conscience see it go 
before the City Council with such 
divisiveness within the agency. 


Speaking of the staff problems, board 


member Ivan Upchurch said, "If they 
don't get straightened out, maybe they 
shouldn't be funded." 


At this point Kopenes told the group 


that he would go to the mayor Friday and 
tell him that some serious accusations 
had been made and they ought to be in- 
vestigated. 


He later added that he would ask that 


the administration make no recommen- 
dation either for approval or disapproval 
until the staff matter had been resolved 


The board then voted to reconsider its 


earlier motion and reinstate the policies 
for budget approval set forth at the 
March meeting. 


The budge proposal will nowgo to the 


appropriate panel, which will make a 
recommendation to the full board of 
directors, but this will be held up due to a 
clause in the by-laws stating that there 
must be written notice 48 hours prior to a 
meeting. 


When it was clear that it would be im- 


possible to present the request to the City 
Council Monday morning, staff member 
Joyce Bradley told the group that the 
staff had done a lot of work getting ready 
for the presentation. 


She said low-income people had been 


lined up to testify and babysitters had 
been arranged for and asked whose direc- 
tions they were supposed to follow — the 
board or the executive director. 


She said the staff had "worked like 


hell" and wondered just what they were 


supposed to tell all the people who were 
ready to make the presentation. 


Referring back to the charges of staff 


dissension, former LAP employe Susan 
Bauer said that in the past the board had 
made "blatant and flagrant violations of 
personnel policies" and -recommended 
that the board members study the 
policies before granting waivers and 
allowing exceptions to be made. 


Earlier in the day, LAP Executive 


Director Jesse Payne said at a news con- 
ference "if money from the federal 
government isn't forthcoming (beyond 
May 31), we would like to do a 
demonstration project for the city of Lin- 
coln." 


Pending legislation before Congress 


could extend the life of community action 
programs or combine them for funding 
with other federal agencies 


"The primary thrust we're taking is 


trying to mobilize interest in the com- 
munity." Payne said, educating people 
about the "great disruption" among low- 
mcorne people that would result from 
losing LAP programs. 


"Pec/pie in Lincoln have a hard time 


understanding the Lincoln Action 
Program and its services." he said "We 
can account very well for what we've 
done in the past eight years and we can 
account for what we'll do in the future." 


Planning Director Leslie Rutherford 


said LAP serves 8.000 to 10,000 people an- 
nually in all programs, including the 
delegate agencies for which funds are 
funneled through LAP, such as Head 
Start and day care sen-ices He said the 
figures do not include overlap of one per- 
son using two or more LAP services 


City Alcoholism Legislation Sought 


Citing inaction by the 


Legislature on LB127, the Lin- 
coln Council on Alcoholism and 
Drugs (LCA&D) board of direc- 
tors Thursday noted to initiate 
action with the City Council for a 
uniform alcoholism act for Lin- 
cob 


"If we didn't have any action 


from the state, we could and 
should have some action from 
the city of Lincoln," said board 
president Don Neilsen. 


LB127, a bill which would 


have decriminalized public in- 
toxication and used an increase 
in the tax on liquor and beer for 
alcoholism treatment centers, 
died with the Legislature's 
adjournment. 


Council executive director 


Bob H Adams said he is per- 
sonally "more determined now 
than ever to do all that we can to 
get this important bit of legisla- 


tion passed next year." 


Adams said Gov. J. James 


Exon was ill advised on LB127; 
hence, did not push for its 
passage 


"I found many senators 


woefully unifornmed about its 
intent and only one or two who 
vigorously opposed it," Adams, 
said, naming Walthill Sen. Blair 
Richendifer and Omaha Sen. 
Richard Proud. 


Board members concurred 


that the Legislature should 
reconsider a uniform alcoholism 
act next year — already enacted 
by more than 30 states — yet 
noted thai Lincoln should take 
the lead and pass its own legisla- 
tion. 


The board also voted to accept 


a shared staff agreement 
between the Lincoln Council on 
Alcoholism and Drugs and the 
Southeast Nebraska Health 


Planning Council (SeNHPC). 


The agreement, an update of a 


previous one begun April 17, 
1970, 
will now be submitted to 


the SeNHPC board for its accep- 
tance 


The intent of the agreement, 


besides providing staff sharing, 
is to integrate both agencies' 
functions in health planning for 
Lincoln-Lancaster County and 
Southeast Nebraska. 


In other action. Adams, 


reported LCA&D now has com- 
mitments from 12 Lincoln com- 
panies to participate in the coun- 
cil's Business Assistance Com- 
mittee program 


He said Notifier Co. was the 


first to sign up for the program, 
which provides employers with
